Council. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES.  Summary  (including  non-civilian  cases). 

The  following  cases*were  notified:-  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  19 j 
Cerebrospinal  Meningitis  Diphtheria  3j  Dysenter3^  (Sonne)  2; 
Erysipelas  3;  Influenzal  Pneumonia  14|  Malaria  (recurrent)  2; 
Measles  115;  Ophthalmia  neonatorum  1;  Puerperal  pyrexia  2; 
Scarlet  Fever  8;  Tuberculosis,  Pulmonary  9;  Yi^hooping  Cough  17j 
Total  197. 


Diphtheria . 

In  mid  November,  two  cases  occurred  at  Cerne  Abbas.  These 
cases  were  children  attending  Cerne  Abbas  School  and  as  a result 
of  swabbing  all  the  children  attending  the  school  and  a number  of 
other  children,  five  carriers  were  discovered  and  Isolated.  Both 
the  cases  were  mild  and  all  the  carriers  had  been  "iirmiunised*' . 

Scarlet  Fever. 

All  the  cases  were  widely  distributed  as  to  place  and  time 
and  none  were  fou.nd  to  be  associated  with  any  particular  school 
or  milk  supply. 

Measles 

These  cases  were  widely  distributed,  though  a good  many  cases 
occurred  at  Longbredy,  Cerne  Abbas,  Alton  Pancras  and  Buckland 
Newton. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

This  was  carried  but  in  28  schools.  The  children  who  completed 
the  course  were  63  under  5 years  of  age  and  72  over  5 years  of  age. 

In  addition  about  32  infants  were  immunised  at  the  County  Clinic 
at  Dorchester. 

"Wellcome''  Diphtheria  Prophylactic,  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid  was 
used  in  all  cases,  in  doses  of  0.3  c.c.  and  0.5  c.c.  with  four 
weeks  interval.

At  other  slaughterhouses,  in  addition  to  the  above,  155  animals 
were  slaughtered  and  all  inspected  and  as  a result  13  cwt.  3 qrs. 
24  lbs.  condemned. 

Rats  & Mice  Destruction. 


In  conjunction  ¥<rith  the  Ministry  of  Pood  a Survey  of  the 
whole  area  was  carried  out  to  ascertain  the  degree  of  infestation 
of  rats  and  mice,  and  as  a result,  it  was  foLind  that  289  cases 
existed  varying  from  very  slight  to  reservoir  type. 

The  Surve37'  extended  over  a period  from  January  to  June,  and  the 
work  of  destruction  was  commenced  in  July  and  is  proceeding.

A scheme  has  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  Ministry  of 
Health  for  a new  water  supply  scheme  for  Osmington. 

With  the  exception  of  the  mentioned  Parishes  the  water 
supply  generally  has  been  satisfactory  both  as  regards  (a) 
quality  and  (b)  quantity.
